! Celebrating  Hanukkah! 


The  holiday  of  Hanukkah  is  celebrated 
for  eight  days,  beginning  on  the  25th  day 
of  Kislev.  This  year  Hanukkah  begins  on 
Friday  night,  December  10  and  continues 
until  sundown,  Saturday,  December  18. 

On  each  of  the  eight  nights  we  kindle 
the  Menorah  (or  Hanukkiah)  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  miraculous  victory  of  the 
Jews  over  the  Syrian  Greeks  during  the 
second  century  B.C.E.  In  the  Talmud  the 
Rabbis  tell  a  story  which  symbolizes  the 
victory  on  the  battlefield.  A  small  cruse 
of  oil  was  found  when  the  Temple  was  re¬ 
dedicated  which  miraculously  lasted  for 
eight  days.  Just  as  a  small  amount  of  oil 
cast  a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few 
Jews  stand  against  the  many  and  the 
mighty  in  order  to  preserve  their  faith. 

How  are  Hanukkah  lights  kindled?  A 
candelabrum  is  used  which  has  places  for 
eight  lights,  in  addition  to  a  place  for  a 
ninth  which  is  called  the  shamash.  (The 
Sisterhood  Gift  Shop  has  many  varied 
styles  of  candelabrum  for  sale  suitable  for 
use  on  this  joyous  holiday.)  Generally, 
wax  candles  are  used,  although  some 
Menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  olive 
oil  and  a  wick.  On  the  first  evening,  the 
first  candle  is  placed  on  the  right  side  of 
the  Menorah.  Then  on  each  succeeding 
night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the  left. 
The  shamash  is  lit  first,  the  proper  bless¬ 
ings  are  said  (see  page  6)  and  then  the 
shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that  evening’s 
lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on  the 
left  with  the  candle  which  has  been  added 
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A  Hanukkah  Musicale  For  Grown-Ups 

On  the  evening  of  the  second  day  of  Hanukkah,  when  the  third 
candle  is  kindled,  a  musical  first  will  take  place  in  the  synagogue:  a 
Lobby  Concert.  Beginning  at  7  P.M.  on  Sunday,  December  12,  The 
Judaic  Music  Society  will  perform  under  the  vaulted  ceiling  of  the 
Wimpfheimer  Hall.  All  are  welcome  to  attend  this  chamber  music  con¬ 
cert  by  this  unique  group  of  versatile,  young  musicians.  Admission  is 
free. 

Following  the  formal  musical  presentation,  the  congregation  is  in¬ 
vited  downstairs  to  an  informal  Hanukkah  party  at  which 
refreshments  traditional  to  the  holiday  will  be  served  and  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  presented  to  meet  the  musicians. 

The  Judaic  Music  Society 

The  Society  was  founded  by  Carrie  Feiner 
who  views  the  existence  of  the  ensemble  of 
seven  professional  musicians,  six  instrumen¬ 
talists  and  a  soprano  as  an  “affirmation  of 
Jewish  life”.  The  group  performs  music  of 
Jewish  composers  whether  or  not  their  work 
reflects  specific  Jewish  content.  The 
Society’s  Honorary  Board  of  Advisors  in¬ 
cludes  Martin  Bookspan,  Tedd  Joselson, 
Siegfried  Landau,  Jan  Peerce  and  Roberta 
Peters.  Joining  pianist  Carrie  Feiner  in  per¬ 
formance  will  be  clarinetist  Fred  Jacobowitz, 
violinist  Rose  Weinberger  and  soprano  Ros- 
lyn  Jhunever. 

Feiner  received  her  M.M.  degree  from 
Juilliard.  In  1981  she  was  named  top  prize 
recipient  of  the  Magda  Dahl-Frank  Colasan- 
to  Scholarship  Grant  Award  for  piano  per¬ 
formance.  She  recently  was  named  1982  reci¬ 
pient  of  Hadassah’s  Myrtle  Wreath  Award. 
She  has  given  many  performances  in  the 
New  York  metropolitan  area,  including 
Alice  Tully  Hall.  She  is  part  of  the  perfor¬ 
mance  team  of  U.  J.A.’s  Entertainment  Divi¬ 
sion  and  has  been  the  subject  of  a  feature  ar¬ 
ticle  in  a  recent  issue  of  The  Jewish  Week. 

Jacobowitz  is  presently  pursuing  an 
undergraduate  degree  at  Juilliard  where  he 
studies  with  Leon  Russianoff.  He  was  the 
recipient  of  the  Guggenheim  Concert  Band 
International  Competition  and  the  Milton 
Kahn  Memorial  Competition,  among  others. 
He  became  interested  in  Jewish  folk  music 
and  dancing  as  a  young  student.  He  has 
given  recitals  in  and  around  the  metropolitan 
area  and  had  his  New  York  debut  in  1980  at 
Carnegie  Hall.

On  Friday  night,  the 
Hanukkah  lights  are  kindled  before  the 
Sabbath  candles  are  lit. 

The  Menorah  is  often  placed  at  a  win¬ 
dow,  if  it  is  practical,  to  give  public 
recognition  to  God’s  deliverance  of  the 
Jews.  Special  attention  should  be  paid  to 
the  children’s  involvement  in  kindling  the 
lights.  In  many  families  more  than  one 
Menorah  is  lit,  the  children  fighting  their 
own. 

Many  customs  have  become  identified 
with  Hanukkah  in  addition  to  the  kind¬ 
ling  of  the  Menorah"  which  add  greatly  to 
the  festivities.  The  two  parties  planned 
for  the  second  and  third  day  of  Hanuk¬ 
kah  in  the  synagogue,  one  for  grown-ups 
and  one  for  children,  are  part  of  this 
custom  of  celebrating  Hanukkah.  Chil¬ 
dren  enjoy  playing  with  the  dreidel  —  a 
four  sided  top  with  four  letters  on  it:  nun, 
gimel,  heh  and  shin.  These  letters  are  in¬ 
terpreted  to  mean  Nes  Gadol  Hayah 
Sham  “a  great  miracle  happened  there”. 
Latkes  (potato  pancakes)  are  a  traditional 
food  while  in  Israel  sufganiyot  (dough¬ 
nuts)  have  become  customary.  Both  are 
cooked  in  oil,  which  is  one  of  the  major 
symbols  of  this  holiday.  And  here  in  the 
United  States,  Hanukkah  has  become  an 
occasion  for  the  exchange  of  gifts, 
especially  for  the  children.  Now  is  the 
time  to  visit  the  Sisterhood  Gift  Shop  and 
take  advantage  of  their  full  stock  of 
suitable  gifts  for  Hanukkah  for  every  age. 

With  fights,  good  food,  songs,  games 
and  gifts,  Hanukkah  is  a  festival  which 
celebrates  events  of  the  past  and  which  is 
a  cause  for  joy  each  and  every  year.

The  weekend  of  the  Centennial  Celebra- 
on  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  —  Novem¬ 
ber  12  -  14,  1982  —  is  now  history.  The 
events  of  the  three  day  weekend  were  ex¬ 
traordinary  in  the  variety  of  the  experience 
they  offered.  And  even  the  weather 
cooperated;  although  it  turned  cold,  it  re¬ 
mained  dry  during  the  days,  raining  softly 
only  overnight  one  evening. 

The  Centennial  was  a  year  in  the  planning. 
The  congregation  thanks  Mrs.  Phyllis  Siegel, 
Chairperson  of  the  Centennial  Weekend 
celebration,  and  her  committee  for  their 
tireless  efforts  in  bringing  the  events  of  the 
three  day  weekend  to  fruition.  The  formal 
activities  began  last  spring  with  the  gala 
Centennial  Ball  and  Journal.  Chaired  by  An¬ 
nette  Sherman  (Ball)  and  Anita  Gluck  (Jour¬ 
nal),  this  Gala  was  a  major  fundraiser  to 
benefit  the  synagogue  and  a  great  success, 
financially  and  socially. 

After  Labor  Day,  two  banners  were  hung 
over  the  facade  of  the  building,  one  over  the 
entrance  to  the  Sanctuary  on  87th  Street  and 
one  alongside  the  Rapoport  Sculptures  on 
Madison  Avenue.  These  two  banners  an¬ 
nounced  to  the  community-at-large  that 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  was  celebrating  its 
one  hundredth  birthday.  The  colors  of  the 
banner  may  have  been  the  colors  of  the  State 
of  Israel,  but  the  message  was  strictly  Park 
venue  Synagogue.

On  October  17  a  tree  was  planted  by  the 
children  of  the  Religious  School  on  the 
south-east  corner  of  Madison  Avenue  and 
87th  Street.  This  tree  planting  completed  the 
planting  of  ten  trees  around  our  physical 
plant.

At  the  same  time  the  tree  was 
planted,  a  hand-crafted  mezzuzah  was  affix¬ 
ed  to  the  doorpost  of  our  new  building,  also 
in  honor  of  the  Centennial. 

On  Friday  evening,  November  12,  the 
congregation  gathered  in  the  Sanctuary  for 
the  39th  annual  Sabbath  Eve  Liturgical 
Music  Service.  The  service  was  presented  by 
Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  the  Park  Ave¬ 
nue  Synagogue  Concert  Choir,  with  Abra¬ 
ham  Kaplan,  conductor,  and  Neil  Robinson, 
organist,  and  represented  a  synthesis  of  all 
that  is  best  in  the  serious  development  of 
music  for  the  liturgy.  It  was  an  emotionally 
charged  evening:  the  Sanctuary  itself  was 
never  more  beautiful,  the  music  was  sublime 
and  the  quality  of  the  presentation  of  the  ser¬ 
vice  was  exquisite. 

Saturday  morning,  the  congregation  had 


the  treat  of  a  joyous  service,  made  more  so 
by  the  celebration  of  the  Bar  Mitzvah  of 
David  Hirsch,  a  young  man  lucky  enough  to 
have  his  Bar  Mitzvah  fall  on  the  shabbat  of 
the  Centennial  weekend!  The  sermon  “One 
Hundred  Years”  was  delivered  by  Rabbi 
Nadich.  It  was  a  sermon  on  the  contem¬ 
porary  purpose  of  the  synagogue  which  will 
be  long  remembered  by  the  congregation  for 
its  lucid  and  convincing  content. 

NBC  Chief  Diplomatic  Correspondent 
Marvin  Kalb  joined  Rabbi  Nadich  and  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Jewish  Theological  Semin¬ 
ary  of  America,  Dr.  Gerson  D.  Cohen,  in  the 
program  on  Sunday  afternoon,  November 
14  which  combined  .intellect  and  emotion. 
Rabbi  Nadich  recounted  the  history  and 
growth  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  during 
the  last  century  and  the  Chancellor  spoke  of 
the  future  of  Conservative  Judaism  in 
America.  Mr.  Kalb  made  an  intensely  per¬ 
sonal  statement  of  universal  appeal.  The  son 
of  immigrants,  he  is  mindful  of  his  Jewish 
heritage  and  responsibilities  and  yet  enjoys 
status  as  a  full  fledged  member  of 
mainstream  America. 

Mr.  Kalb  personally  greeted  the  congrega¬ 
tion  at  the  Champagne  Reception  which 
followed  the  program  and  later  autographed 
his  novel  at  the  Book  Fair.

A  Thought  On  The  Nature 
Of  Jewish  Music 

There  is  no  real  line  of  demarcation  be¬ 
tween  secular  and  religious  in  the  music  of 
the  Jewish  experience.  Folk  elements  are 
ever-present  in  the  cantorial  and  choral 
liturgy  of  the  synagogue.  Indeed,  these  are 
the  basis  of  congregational  singing  in  our  ser¬ 
vices  universally.  There  is  likewise  a 
thoroughly  inbred  religious  spirit  in  most 
Jewish  folk  songs,  both  in  the  lyrics  and  in 
the  melodic  motifs. 

Still,  there  is  such  a  large  and  wonderful 
literature  of  both  types  that  we  ought  to  ex¬ 
plore  them  separately.  Our  most  frequent 
contact  with  Jewish  music  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  is  at  Sabbath  and  holiday  services 
and  we  have  the  opportunity  to  be  involved 
regularly  in  that  experience  of  our  long-span¬ 
ning  Jewish  heritage.  I  believe  it  would  be 
very  gratifying  also  to  create  occasions  for 
immersing  ourselves  in  the  secular  folk  music 
that  unites  us  with  the  everyday  experiences 
of  Jewish  communities  that  have  preceded 
us. 

Such  ample  opportunies  available  to  us 
immediately  are  the  Lobby  Concert  planned 
for  the  third  night  of  Hanukkah,  Sunday, 
December  12,  and  our  Melave  Malke  on 
Saturday  evening,  January  29.

Ambassador  Kirkpatrick 
Captivates  Congregation 

Ambassador  Jeane  J.  Kirkpatrick,  United 
States  Representative  to  the  United  Nations, 
was  the  guest  speaker  of  Sisterhood  at  its 
Centennial  Sabbath  on  October  29,  1982. 
More  than  one  thousand  people  filled  the 
Sanctuary  on  that  evening  to  hear  our  Am¬ 
bassador  to  the  United  Nations. 

Rabbi  Nadich  introduced  the  speaker, 
praising  her  scholarly  background,  states¬ 
manship  and  integrity  which  has  earned  for 
her  the  respect  of  the  nation. 

As  Ambassador  Kirkpatrick  approached 
the  podium,  she  was  greeted  with  a  spon¬ 
taneous  ovation  which  was  repeated  upon 
the  conclusion  of  her  speech.  At  this  point  in 
the  service,  after  thanking  her,  Rabbi  Nadich 
announced  that  this  occasion  marked  the 
first  appearance  of  the  Ambassador  in  any 
synagogue. 

Ambassador  Kirkpatrick  spoke  with  sub¬ 
dued  emotion  as  she  described  the  pervasive 
anti-semitism  directed  against  Israel  in  all  the 
Councils  of  the  United  Nations  and  its  in¬ 
sidious  voting  patterns.  However,  she  ended 
on  a  note  of  cautious  optimism  indicating 
that  there  does  seem  to  exist  certain  indica¬ 
tions  that  could  give  us  reason  to  believe  that 
one  day  the  United  Nations  would  honor  its 
charter  of  human  rights  for  all  nations. 

At  the  Oneg  Shabbat  which  followed  the 
Service,  Mrs.  Hanna  Lyttle,  President  of 
Sisterhood,  presented  Ambassador 
Kirkpatrick  with  a  Bible.  Mrs.  Lyttle  ex¬ 
pressed  the  appreciation  of  the  members  of 
our  congregation  for  the  Ambassador’s 
courageous  stand  in  the  United  Nations  and 
described  her  as  a  “woman  of  valor”.
